Cut 
Off; Rail­ 
roads Out of Commission, 
Telegraph and Tele­ 
phone Poles Down 


BISMARCK, X. 
D., Marc h i5 .— 
The steam er Expansion, the largest 
boat on the

wrecked and a total loss, two miles 
of the main line of the Northern

vice corporations 
and real estate 
corporations and th e solicitor gen-* 
eral specifically 
considers each of 
th ese classes. 
His a rg u m e n t is th a t th e tax is 
no t a direct tax on th e property 
real or personal of th e corporations, j 
He says the tax is an excise upon I 
th e “carry in g on or doing business” 
by such com panies 
and th erefo re 
needs ap p o rtio n m en t 
am ong 
the 
states according to population 
un­ 
der th e constitution. 
Neither-, it is 
argued, is th e tax a direct tax up­ 
on th e sh ares of th e stockholders 
nor upon th e ir incom e from their 
shares. 
It is denied th a t the tax 
becomes a direct tax in th e special 
case of a com pany engaged in real 
estate. Realty com panies have m ade 
a strong plea on this point. 
It is 
fu rth e r denied th a t the tax is an 
infraction on th e general pow er of 
th e states to authorize the fo rm a­ 
tion of corporations and jo in t stock 
conpanies. 
C ontending th a t the 
business of 
public service com panies 
such as 
railroads, teleg rap h , 
lighting 
and 
power com panies, is n ot in trin sical­ 
ly an operation of the sta te w hich 
created th e com pany, it is fu r th e r­ 
m ore held th a t th e United States 
m ay tax even a business conducted 
for or by a state itself. 
It is held 
th a t incom e received by a com pany 
from sta te and m unicipal bonds is 
to be included in th e com putation 
of its net incomes. 
An im p o rtan t p a r t of th e arg u ­ 
m en t for th e governm ent is th a t the 
tax as an excise is uniform , in ac­ 
cordance w ith th e constitution and 
th a t it does n o t tak e property w ith­ 
o u t process of law-. 
It is fu rth e r argued th a t none 
of th e special rules prescribed by 
th e law concerning exem ptions or 
com putations of th e tax 
produces 
and lack of necessary uniform ity. 
The solicitor general declares no 
com pany is subjected 
to any un­ 
reasonable search or censure, nor is 
im properly required to incrim inateit- 
self by any of the provisions of the 
law.
